WASHINGTON, Dec, 18.—The House 
passed the $325,736,000 tax reduction bill 
tonight by a vote. of 300 to 25. Eleven 
Republicans, most of them radicals, ten 
Democrats and four Independents cast 
their votes against the measure. .> 
The real test on. the. bill came on a 
motion by ‘Representative Rainey of 
Illinois to recommit. it to the Ways and 
Means Committee to tbe returned with 
@ provision for 25 per cent. maximum 
surtaxes and State taxes. In this vote 
. Mr. Rainey lost by 267 to 147. Forty- 
three Democrats voted agalgst the mo- 
tion to recommit, while eleven Repub- 
Heans voted for it, with three. Inde- 
pendents.

“Through the bill as it left the House 
tonight income taxes are reduced $193, 
575,000, while $128,661,000 has been ut 
from other taxes, including the nuisance 
levies.

PARIS, Dec. 18.—National officials of 
the General Confederation of Manufac- 
turers in France -took steps today to 
convoke in’ Paris’ a conference. of rep- 
resentatives of French industries from 
all parts of the country to act on the 
proposal from business Teaders of the 
North that French industry as a. whole 
should pawn its total assets for a loan 
of 10,000,000,000 francs (about $400,000,-

NEW LONDON, Conn., Dec. 18.—After 
submerging to a depth of. 200 feet, not 
far from the spot where the 8-51 was 
suhk off Block Island=in 125 feet of 
water last Summer With the loss of 
thirty-three officers and ‘men, the gub- 
marine 5-19 returned to her New Lon- 
don base tonight. The craft. and. her 
crew performed the wunuaual feat of 


‘spending half an hour below the surface 


at the 200-foot depth, ‘one «seldom 
reached ‘by under wa hoats. 

The §-19 covered 110 miles during her 
day’s. trip, whith began this morning 
when she left hér base here to make 
tests recently ordered by the Navy De- 
partment. . Aboard were. Lieutenant ©. 
Shugg, naval construction expert, who 
cathe here to make official observation 
of the regults of the tests, and the 
boat's commander, Lieut. Commander 


Charles A. Martin. 
Lieutenant Drake, construction officer

Ail the time the S-19 was 
proceeding at a speed of about ‘four 
knots, She covered fully eight miles 
before coming ‘to ‘the surface. 

The 8-1 was in. communication with 
the S-19 by nificrophones “while » the 
test dives were. being made and. sig- 
naled the latter that the sea was clear 
from shipping when. she waséready to 
come up. 

At a depth of 200 feet Leut. Com- 
mander Martin said the S-19 showed 
‘practically no. leaks.

PROHIBITION CLEAN-UP 
BRINGS 23 CONVICTIONS 


Politicians and Federal Emplayes 


Held Guilty in Indianapolis 
of Whisky Withdrawal. ’ 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec, 18 ().—Convie- 
tion here today of twenty- -three persons 
for conspitacy to yidlate the national 
prohibition laws in connection with the 
withdrawal of 30,000-gallons of - pre-war 
whisky from the.
